Cain Won’t Drop Out of GOP Race 


Presidential hopeful 
reaffirms innocence 
amid sex allegations 

Scottsdale, Ariz. 

A defiant Herman Cain declared 
Tuesday he would not drop his bid 
for the Republican presidential nom- 
ination in the face of allegations of 
inappropriate sexual behavior. 

“Ain’t gonna happen ” Cain said 
at a news conference a day after 
a fourth woman accused him of 
unwanted sexual advances. 

“We will get through this,” he 
added, trying to steady a campaign 
that has been rocked by the contro- 
versy for the past 10 days. 

Cain denied anew that he had 
ever behaved inappropriately and 
said the alleged incidents “simply 
didn’t happen.” He said he would 
be willing to take a lie detector test 
if he had a good reason. 

Earlier in the day, Cain sought to 
undercut the credibility of the lat- 
est woman whose accusations are 
threatening his Republican presi- 
dential campaign. His chief rival, 
Mitt Romney, weighed in for the

‘God Had a ... Hand in It' 


Wis. woman saves 
man moments after 
he changed her tire 

Milwaukee 

One good turn deserves another: A 
stranger stopped to help Sara Berg 
change a blown tire. Then, minutes 
later and a quarter-mile down the 
road, Berg and her cousin repaid 
the kindness, using CPR to help 
save the stranger’s life when he 
went into cardiac arrest. 

Victor Giesbrecht, 61, was list- 
ed in serious but stable condition 
Tuesday. 

Giesbrecht and his wife, Ann, 
of Winnipeg, Canada, were driv- 
ing Saturday evening on Inter- 
state 94 outside of Menomonie, 
about 70 miles east of Minneapo- 
lis, when they pulled over to help 
Berg and her cousin, Lisa Meier, 
with a flat. After about 15 min- 
utes, he and his wife were done.

“He said, ‘Someone up above put 
me in the right place at the right 
time,’ and I said, ‘Thank God for 
you,”’ Berg, a 40 -year-old nursing 
assistant in the Eau Claire area, 
recalled Tuesday. 


Giesbrecht seemed fine as he 
drove off, Berg said. She and her 
cousin followed behind, talking 
about how thankful they were for 
the couple’s help, when they saw the 
Giesbrechts’ pickup along the side of 
the road, Giesbrecht’s wife waving 
her hands. He had gone into cardi- 
ac arrest, and his wife had helped 
bring their truck to a stop. 

Berg and Meier administered 
CPR until emergency personnel 
arrived. A sheriffs deputy used an 
automated external defibrillator to 
help Giesbrecht regain a pulse and 
resume breathing. 

“1 100 percent believe God had 
a huge hand in it and that God did 
put me and Lisa and all those peo- 
ple in the right place at the right 
time,” Berg said. “I’m grateful 
for that.” 

Berg added: “There needs to be 
more people like that in the world. 
If everyone helped each other out 
more, just think, our world would be 
better place.” carrie antlfinger (ap)

Italian premier loses 
parliamentary support 
as debt crisis expands 

Rome 

Premier Silvio Berlusconi promised 
Tuesday to resign after Parliament pass- 
es economic reforms demanded by the 
European Union, capping a two-decade 
political career that has ended with Italy 
on the brink of being swept into Europe’s 
debt crisis. 

Berlusconi met with Italian Presi- 
dent Giorgio Napolitano after losing his 
parliamentary majority during a routine 
vote Tuesday. In a statement, Napolita- 
no’s office said Berlusconi promised to 
resign once parliament passes economic 
reforms designed in part to rein in Ita- 
ly’s $2.6 trillion debt. 

A vote on the measures is planned 
for next week.

Backstory 


Silvio Berlusconi, a flamboyant billionaire who has ruled Italy with a 
style, has been part Rupert Murdoch, part Hugh Hefner. He has been the 
ultimate political survivor who has won moreihxin 50 confidence votes over 
nearly two decades in power, despite long-standing allegations of corruption 
and sex scandals, but even his most formidable political allies called for his 
resignation on Tuesday amid a deepening debt crisis. His approval ratings have 
reached rock-bottom levels, (the Washington post) 


Berlusconi’s leadership ignited mar- 
ket fears of a looming Italian finan- 
cial disaster that could bring down the 
17-nation eurozone and shock the glob- 
al economy. 

In a dramatic shift from his usu- 
ally defiant tone, Berlusconi conced- 
ed Tuesday he no longer had a parlia- 
mentary majority and would step aside. 
“Things like who leads or who doesn’t 
lead the government” is less impor- 
tant than doing “what is best for the 
country,” he told his private Media- 
set television. 

The president’s office said that 
once Berlusconi resigns, Napolitano 


would begin talks to form a new gov- 
ernment. 

Napolitano’s statement made no men- 
tion of possible elections, but Berlusconi 
said he thought that was the best solu- 
tion. Berlusconi has said he won’t run for 
a fourth term, but nothing would pre- 
clude him from being a candidate. 

The developments capped a con- 
vulsive day in the markets and in Ita- 
ly’s political circles after parliament 
approved the 2010 state accounts but 
dealt Berlusconi a withering blow by 
revealing that he no longer has enough

Iran Seeks Nukes, 
U.N. Group Warns 


Report details arms 
efforts as tensions 
with Tehran rise 

Vienna 

The U.N. nuclear atomic energy 
agency said Tuesday for the first 
time that Iran is suspected of con- 
ducting secret experiments whose 
sole purpose is the development of 
nuclear arms. 

The report is the strongest sign 
yet that Iran seeks to build a nucle- 
ar arsenal, despite claims to the 
contrary. With Israel threatening a 
military response, the report opens 
the way for a new confrontation 
between the West and Iran. 

Ahead of the report’s release, 
Israeli Defense Minister Ehud Barak 
warned of a possible Israeli military 
strike against Iran’s nuclear program. 
He told Israel Radio that “we con- 
tinue to recommend to our friends 
in the world and to ourselves, not to 
take any option off the table.” 

“All options on the table” is a 
phrase often used by Israeli politi- 
cians to mean a military assault. 

While some suspected nuclear 
work outlined in the Internation- 
al Atmoic Energy Agency annex 
could be used for peaceful purpos- 
es, “others are specific to nuclear 
weapons,” the report said. 

Some information contained in 
the annex was new — including evi- 
dence of a large metal chamber at 
a military site for nuclear-related 
explosives testing. The bulk, how-

But a diplomat familiar with 
the report said its significance lay 
in its comprehensiveness, there- 
by reflecting that Iran apparently 
had engaged in all aspects of test- 
ing that were needed to develop 
such a weapon. 

Copies of the report went to 
IAEA board members and the Secu- 
rity Council, which has imposed 
four sets of U.N. sanctions on Teh- 
ran for refusing to stop activities 
that could be used to make nuclear 
weapons and refusing to cooperate 
with IAEA attempts to fully under- 
stand its nuclear program.

Negligence Seen at Dover 


Investigators find 
troops’ remains 
were mishandled 
by mortuary staff 

Washington 

Federal investigators said Tuesday 
they uncovered “gross mismanage- 
ment” at the Dover Air Force Base 
mortuary that cares for America’s war 
dead after whistle-blowers report- 
ed horror stories of lost body parts, 
shoddy inventory controls and lax 
supervision. 

The former mortuary command- 
er and two other senior officials have 
been disciplined — but not fired — in 
response to separate investigations 
conducted by the Air Force Inspector 
General, the Secretary of the Air Force 
and the Office of Special Counsel, an 
independent federal agency that also 
received the complaints. 

The Office of Special Counsel on 
Tuesday ripped the Air Force for not 
taking the allegations more serious- 
ly and for not punishing senior mor- 
tuary officials more harshly. 

Carolyn N. Lerner, the chief of the 
Office of Special Counsel, criticized 
the service’s handling of the inves- 
tigation in a letter to Air Force Sec- 
retary Michael Donley. Lerner noted 
what she called “a pattern of the Air 
Force’s failure to acknowledge culpa- 
bility for wrongdoing,” saying that it 
had managed to “stop just short of 
accepting accountability.” 

The grisly findings at Dover echo 
a scandal at another hallowed reposi- 
tory for the militarj^’s dead, Arlington 
National Cemetery. An Army investi- 
gation last year documented cases of 
misidentified remains at Arlington, 
dug-up urns that had been dumped 
in a dirt pile and botched contracts 
worth millions of dollars. A criminal 
probe is under way. 

The mishandlings at Dover and 
Arlington painfully undercut what the 
military has long borne as a sacred 
obligation: treating fallen members

and their families with utmost lev- 
els of dignity and honor. 

In a statement. Defense Secretary 
Leon Panetta said he supported “the 
findings of the investigation, the dis- 
ciplinary actions taken and the steps 
recommended and already taken to 
strengthen oversight and manage- 
ment of our mortuary operations.” 

Three civilian whistle-blowers 
who work in the mortuary filed com- 
plaints last year alleging 14 instances 
of wrongdoing by their supervisors. 

Contrary to the Air Force’s asser- 
tions that the whistle-blowers did not 
suffer reprisals, Lerner said one was 
fired in September 2010 along with a 
mortuary inspector who also cooper- 
ated in the investigation. They were 
later rehired. 

Two other whistle-blowers said 
that they were also punished, though 
they were not fired, craig whitlock and

Bikeshare Expansion Under Way 


Program adding more 
docking stations at its 
most popular sites 


Washington 

The planned expansion of the Capi- 
tal Bikeshare program is underway 
this month, with more docking sta- 
tions being added at the most pop- 
ular locations where riders pick up 
and leave bikes in the District. 

Thirty-six docks, which keep 
bikes securely locked between 
uses, were added to four stations 
Monday. Four other stations were 
expanded Friday, and a total of 18 
stations will have the capacity to

Backstory 

Alexandria decided last month 
that it will join the regional cycling 
network, with plans to install six 
stations with 54 bikes next year. 
Between 40,000 and 50,000 bike 
trips are expected in the first year, 
which officials think will eliminate 
hundreds or thousands of single- 
occupancy car trips. The cost of set- 
ting up and operating the network 
the first year would be covered by 
$400,000 in federal transportation 
funds, and revenues from the rental 
bikes are expected to help defray 
most of the cost of the program the 
second year, (the Washington post) 


handle more of the red bikes when 
the expansion is complete. 

“That’s probably been the top 
complaint: either full or empty sta- 
tions,” said John Lisle of the District 
Department of Transportation. 

The Bikeshare program uses 
vans to shuttle bikes around so 
inbound commuters have plenty 
near their homes in the morning 
and their offices in the evening.

Teen Halloween 
Shooting Victim 
Dies, Police Say 

Washington 

The 17-year-old boy who was 
shot in Georgetown on Hallow- 
een night has died, District police 
said Tuesday. 

The teenager, who was iden- 
tified as Tyronn Vincent Garner 
of Southeast, was one of six peo- 
ple injured in the outbreak of vio- 
lence in the District on Oct. 31, 
when five separate shootings took 
place over the course of about five 
hours citywide. 

A 24-year-old D.C. man was 
arrested minutes after the George- 
town shooting and charged with 
carrying a pistol without a license, 
police said. But police have not 
charged anyone in Garner’s death. 
Garner was shot in the 2800 block 
of M St. NW and died Monday, 
police said, (the Washington post) 


Baltimore 

A federal jury has acquitted Mary- 
land state Sen. Ulysses Currie of 
bribery, conspiracy, extortion and 
making false statements in a public 
corruption case against the promi- 
nent lawmaker, who had chaired a 
powerful budget committee. 

The jury gave its verdict Tuesday 
relating to the influence peddling 
case involving the 74-year-old Cur- 
rie, a Prince George’s County Dem- 
ocrat, and two former Shoppers 
Food Warehouse executives. 

The executives were also acquit- 
ted on related charges. 

Federal prosecutors had argued 
that Currie formed a sham consult- 
ing agreement with the grocery 
store chain. They argued Shoppers 
paid him more than $245,000 to 
work behind the scenes, arranging 
meetings with state officials and 
shepherding legislation that would 
be beneficial to the chain. 


Defense attorneys argued there 
was nothing illegal about the con- 
sulting work because others knew 
about it. Prosecutors emphasized 
Currie’s failure to disclose the work 
in required state financial disclo- 
sure forms between 2003 and 2007. 


Defense attorneys explained the 
omissions by saying the senator’s 
financial disclosure forms have 
been a mess throughout his 25-year 
career in the Maryland General 
Assembly and were not unique to 
his work for Shoppers, (ap)

FEMALE ROLES 

Cross-dressing has been an integral part of Peking Opera from 
the beginning and remains so today. Zhang Zixuan reports.

Yang Lei’s thick eyebrows belie his smooth 
jaw till the Peking Opera performer reveals 
he shaves before applying makeup, to make 
sure there is no stubble. 

After all, stubble just won’t do when 
the 33-year-old goes on stage dressed in 
dazzling costumes and sings a soprano aria. 

Yang is one of the nation’s young nan 
dan (man who plays a female role), a 
practice forged at a time when women were 
forbidden to take the stage. 

The heyday of nan c/an was the first half of 
the 20th century, when Mei Lanfang, Shang 
Xiaoyun, Cheng Yanqiu and Xun Huisheng — 
dubbed the “Four Great Dan” — established 
the four dan styles of Mei, Shang, Cheng 
and Xun. 

Bi Guyun, 80, a nan dan performer, 
witnessed the boom of this art form in the 
1940s and 1950s. 

“The four masters were all active at that 
time. Shows were on every night at more 
than 10 theaters in Beijing,” Bi recalls, saying 
that Peking Opera was the leading form of 
entertainment then. 

But the “cultural revolution” (1966-1976) 
dealt a death blow to the opera, and along 
with it the nan dan. Although the 1980s saw 
a gradual revival, the nan dan remained 
in the shadows with the rise of women 
performers on the Peking Opera stage, 
leaving only about 10 male dan. 

But Yang, who belongs to the Cheng 
School, believes the nan c/an is irreplaceable, 
even if there are more female performers. 

“Every single detail of the dan role 
presumed it would be a man playing this 
role,”Yangsays,pointingtothecharacteristic 
hand gesture that was designed to make 
the hand look smaller and softer. 

Also, the foot-shaped stilts that male 
performers walked on in some plays, were 
meant to imitate women’s bound feet. 


“More importantly, men have better 
sounding falsettos given their wider vocal 
range and also have more stamina,” Yang 
adds. 

Mu Yuandi, 28, who started his nan dan 
journey when he was 9 and belongs to the 
Shang School, agrees that women cannot 
cope with the martial arts that distinguishes 
this style. 

“My waist and legs still carry the scars of 
my injuries,” he says. 

Hu Wenge, 44, is the only nan dan 
apprentice of 77-year-old Peking Opera 
master Mei Baojiu — son of the legendary 
Mei Lanfang. 

Hu took to Peking Opera at the rather 
late age of 34 and therefore had to try even 
harder to master the repertoire. 

“I may have given up but for my teacher’s 
encouragement,” Hu says. 

The dan is the only female role of the four 
main roles in a Peking Opera show, so the 
issue of men playing these roles often gives 
rise to curiosity and questions about their 
sexual orientation. 

Hu, who earned fame as a pop singer 
dressing and singing as a woman, is candid 
about switching to Peking Opera in his 
quest for more respect from audiences. At 
the peak of his career as a singer ten years 
ago, Chinese society was more conservative 
than it is now, he explains. 

“Peking Opera is a stylized art,” Bi says. 
“We don’t imitate real women but only 
present an abstract image, based on classic 
novels and paintings.” 

Yang, meanwhile, is offended when asked 
about his sexual orientation, and insists it is 
a private matter. 

“Onstage and offstage are two separate 
lives forme,” he says. 

He also stresses a real man is one who is 
tolerant and takes responsibility for himself.

Yin Jun, 23, from the Xun School, is the 
youngest of the new-generation nan dan. 
An undergraduate student at the National 
Academy of Chinese Theater Arts, he is 
preparing to enroll for the post-graduate 
exam. 

Hu, meanwhile, held six solo concerts in 
the United States in March, reprising the 
time when Mei Lanfang toured there in 
1930.

“These young (Peking Opera artists) have 
won the first battle,” he says. “But it’s a long 
road ahead.”

Chinese opera performers either use masks or paint 
their faces. The frequent on-stage changing of masks, 
without the audience noticing, is a special technique, 
known as “changing faces".

“Personality makeup” refers to facial designs for jing 
and Chou roles, with colors representing emotions, such 
as white for fear, red for shyness, and sallow for illness. 
Great importance is paid to the eyes and eyebrows. 
Facial designs for y/ng roles have basic forms such as 
the san kuai wa Han (three-section face) and sui Han 
(fragmentary face) and are used to represent generals, 
officials, heroes, gods and ghosts. 

Chou actors have patches of white in various shapes 
covering the eyes and nose. 


CHOU {comic role) 

The character is a wise and 
funnyman usually with 
a low social status. He 
could be a wen chou 
or a wu chou. The 
former can read 
and write well, 
but the latter 
can only fight, 



Colors symbolize various personalities: 

Red: Brave, faithful and wise. 

Purple: Wise, brave and steadfast. 

Black: Upright and outspoken. 

Blue: Brave, upright, but obstinate and unruly.

Support erodes for Paterno as a sex abuse 
scandal threatens to bring down his legacy 


College Football 

Coach Joe Paterno is fighting for his 
job amid “eroding” support from Penn 
State’s board of trustees and a widen- 
ing sex-abuse scandal and possible cov- 
er-up centered on former assistant and 
onetime heir apparent Jerry Sandusky. 

Paterno’s regularly scheduled news 
conference was abruptly canceled Tues- 
day by a university spokesman who cited 
“ongoing legal circumstances ” a reference 
to charges announced over the weekend 
that Sandusky molested eight young boys 
between 1994 and 2009, and that two PSU 
administrators who have since resigned 
failed to notify authorities of a 2002 inci- 
dent reported by an eyewitness. 

Paternoh son, Scott, said his father was 


disappointed over the decision by PSU 
President Graham Spanier to cancel the 
news conference. Addressing reporters 
outside his parents’ house, Scott said Joe 
was prepared to answer questions about 
Sandusky — who maintains he is inno- 
cent — and further that his father plans 
to coach not only Saturday’s game against 
Nebraska, but for the long haul. 

Late in the afternoon, Paterno stepped 
out of a silver sedan being driven by his 
wife. Sue, and headed to the team prac- 
tice. At one corner of the facility, manag- 
ers hastily put pljrwood boards over an 
exposed fence to block photographers’ 
view of the field. 

Hundreds of fans, most in Penn State 
gear, staged a racous rally outside Pater- 
no’s home Tuesday evening. The coach

Another potential victim in the Penn 
State sex abuse scandal has contacted 
authorities. The man, now an adult, con- 
tacted the department on Sunday after 
seeing media accounts of Sandusky’s ar- 
rest, Lt. David Young at the Montoursville 
station said. Investigators took a state- 
ment from him and forwarded it to the 
Rockview station for officers there to pur- 
sue, Young said. The Patriot-News of Har- 
risburg, which first reported that the man 
had come forward, said he is in his 20s, 
knew former Penn State defense coordina- 
tor Jerry Sandusky — accused of abusing 
at least eight boys— from the Second Mile 
charity and had never told his parents or 
authorities about the alleged encounters 
from about a decade ago. Young declined 
to release the man’s name or provide de- 
tails about what he claims occurred, (ap) 

appeared briefly, thanked the crowd for 
coming and went inside. 

“We’re always going to be Penn State,” 
he said. “I’m proud of you. I’ve always 
been proud of you. Beat Nebraska.” 

Paterno, 84, has been head coach for 
46 years and part of the Penn State staff 
for more than six decades, and his old- 
school values pervade every corner of 
the program. Over that span, the Nitta- 
ny Lions won two national champion- 
ships, but unlike many other Division I 
powerhouses, the program avoided run- 
ins with the NCAA. 

All those things have inspired pride 
in the region and fierce loyalty to Pater- 
no, who is the winningest coach in Divi- 
sion I and one of the most respected in 
any sport. That lofty status, however, has 
been the subject of heated arguments in 
recent days, among students on campus, 
construction workers on the street and 
the PSU board of trustees. 

A person familiar with the trustees’ 
discussions said support there for Pater- 
no was “eroding,” but couldn’t gauge 
whether the board would take action. 
The New York Times reported that the 
school is making plans for Paterno’s exit, 
saying that the coach could resign with- 
in days or weeks, (ap)

Frazier’s death at 67 
returns foeus to his 
elassic win over Ali 

Boxing 

Joe Frazier had to throw his greatest 
punch to knock down “The Great- 
est.” A vicious left hook from Frazier 
put Muhammad Ali on the canvas in 
the 15th round in March 1971, when 
he became the first man to beat him 
in the Fight of the Century at Mad- 
ison Square Garden. 

“That was the greatest thing 
that ever happened in my life,” 
Frazier said. 

It was his biggest night, one 
that would never come again, his 
way out of Ali’s shadow. 

Frazier, who died Monday night 
after a brief battle with liver can- 
cer at 67, will forever be associated 
with Ali. No one in boxing would 
ever dream of anointing Ali as The 
Greatest unless he, too, was linked to 
Smokin’ Joe. “I will always remem- 
ber Joe with respect and admira- 
tion,” Ali said in a statement. 

They fought three times, twice 
in the heart of New York City and 
once in the morning in a steamy 
arena in the Thrilla in Manila in the 
Philippines. They went 41 rounds 
together. Neither gave an inch, and 
both gave it their all. 

In their last fight in Manila in 
1975, they traded punches with a 
fervor that seemed unimagina-

Muhammad Ali was as merciless 
with Joe Frazier out of the ring as he 
was inside it.

The night at the Garden 40 years 
ago remained fresh in Frazier’s mind 
as he talked about his life, career and 
relationship with Ali a few months 
before he died. “I can’t go nowhere 
where it’s not mentioned,” he told 
The Associated Press. 

Bob Arum, who once promoted 
Ali, said he was saddened by Fra- 
zier’s passing. “He was such an 
inspirational guy. A decent guy. A 
man of his word,” Arum said. “I’m 
torn up by Joe dying at this rela- 
tively young age. I can’t say enough 
about Joe.” (AP)

Life in the Shadows 


Leonardo DiCaprio 
is strong as U. Edgar,' 
but the biopic relies 
too much on hearsay 


Film Review 

Anyone with strong opinions about 
former FBI director J. Edgar Hoover 
is unlikely to come away satisfied by 
“J. Edgar ” Clint Eastwood’s ambi- 
tious, ultimately deflating portrait 
that somehow manages to elide his 
worst abuses of power while mak- 
ing a burlesque of his personal vul- 
nerabilities. 

Eastwood and screenwrit- 
er Lance Dustin Black (“Milk”) 
shrewdly organize “J. Edgar” around 
secrets — those that Hoover wield- 
ed in order to gain and keep power 
for an extraordinary 48 years at the 
bureau, and those that he kept about 
his own intensely guarded private 
life. But because Hoover so adroitly 
avoided leaving any kind of paper 
trail, much of “J. Edgar” necessarily 
hinges on speculation and hearsay, 
especially regarding his extraordi- 
narily intimate personal and profes- 
sional relationship with Associate 
FBI Director Clyde Tolson. 

His well-documented ruthless 
pursuit of civil rights leaders and 
other activists, on the other hand, 
is represented by a few billboard 
sequences that do little justice to 
the injustices he either perpetrat- 
ed or ignored. 

That “J. Edgar” suffers from such 
a structural weakness makes it all 
the more lamentable that the per- 
formance at its center is so strong. 
Leonardo DiCaprio convincing- 
ly portrays the jowly bureaucrat 
from his days in the Justice Depart- 
ment during the Palmer Raids until 
his death in 1972. With the help of 
makeup, prosthetics, beady brown 





Mixed Messages 

The tacit premise of “J. Edgar" is that Hoover 
was a closeted homosexual, unable to come 
to grips with his identity due to the overween- 
ing control of his cruel mother. In one of sever- 
al awkwardly staged scenes, after his moth- 
er’s death, J. Edgar dons one of her dresses 
and a string of beads, apparently as a sop to 
audiences familiar with long-standing rumors 
of cross-dressing. But what the filmmakers 
clearly intend as a sympathetic portrayal of 
Hoover’s tortured psyche instead gives him a 
troubling resemblance to Norman Bates, a.h.

contact lenses and a wiry, wavy tou- 
pee, DiCaprio frilly inhabits the man 
whose obsession with Bolshevik 
communism took root in 1919, when 
his boss at the Justice Department 
was almost killed by a bomb. 

Urged on by his domineering 


mother, Annie (Judi Dench), and 
eventually aided in his mission by 
Tolson (Armie Hammer) and his 
lifelong secretary, Helen Gandy 
(Naomi Watts), Hoover out-maneu- 
vered eight presidents and count- 
less political enemies to become the 


ultimate Washington insider, root- 
ing out crime and communism; 
manipulating the press; and mas- 
terfully burnishing his own myth 
as the nation’s most famous G-man. 
(One of “J. Edgar’s” most fascinat- 
ing insights is how Hoover intro- 
duced such forensic tools as finger- 
printing and laboratory analysis to 
the bureau, rationalizing the agen- 
cy he would come to deploy so irra- 
tionally.) 

All of it makes for a rollicking, 
outsized tale of overweening ambi- 
tion and palace intrigue, but “J. 
Edgar” instead plays it safe in a tur- 
gid, back-and-forth series of tableaux 
that look as if they were filmed from 
behind a scrim soaked in weak tea.

Gallagher hasn’t entirely shed his 
older influences — traces of psyche- 
delia and Stones-style raunch crop 
up routinely — but these moments 
feel like part of an integrated vision, 
rather than overt acts of creative lar- 
ceny.

lagher isn’t a heav 3 rweight lyricist, 
and a vexing penchant for cringe- 
inducing clunkers undermines more 
than one track. 

Ultimately, Gallagher’s great- 
est talent remains in the sweep- 
ing, populist singalongs that made 
Oasis hits such as “Wonderwall” 
ubiquitous cultural fare. “(I Wanna 
Live in a Dream in My) Record 
Machine” transcends its ludicrous 
title, evolving from an acoustic 
lament into ambitious, swelling 
chamber pop pitched somewhere 
between Coldplay and Spiritual- 
ized. It’s a clever trick, one that 
weds Oasis’ Everyman appeal to 
Gallagher’s adventurous produc- 
tion choices. Singing his own songs, 
he’s never sounded more comfort- 
able in his skin.

Just Desserts? 

A new recipe book chews on D.C.’s ubiquitous treat 

For nearly four years, Katherine Kallinis and Sophie Kallinis LaMontagne 
have been sating local sweet tooths through their bakery, Georgetown Cupcake 
(in Georgetown and Bethesda; Georgetowncupcake.com). Dessert devotees line 
up at local outposts for treats in flavors such as red velvet and chocolate hazel- 
nut. They also watch the tasty triumphs and pastry pitfalls on TLC’s “D.C. Cup- 
cakes,” which follows the sisters on their sugar-fueled journey. In “The Cupcake 
Diaries” ($24, HarperOne), Kallinis and Kallinis LaMontagne share memories, 
tips and recipes that have led them to the sweet spot they’re in today. BETH LUBERECKI 


Were you surprised by how 
quickly your business took off? 
SOPHIE KALLINIS LAMONTAGNE: 

When we opened, it was just the 
two of us. We really thought we’d 
have this quiet little neighbor- 
hood bakery. So on our opening 
day, we were shocked to see a line 
down the block. And then people 
came the next day and the next 
day. Something that we did reso- 
nated. We have over 300 employ- 
ees now, and we ship our cupcakes 
all across the country. 

Why do you think you’ve 
been so successful? 

KATHERINE KALLINIS: I think that 



one of the key 
factors has 
been to believe 
in ourselves, 
even if no one 
else does. Even 
our parents 
doubted us in 
the beginning. 
But we didn’t let that stop us. 


You make 10,000 cupcakes a day. 
Do you ever get tired of it? 
KALLINIS LAMONTAGNE: We still 
love what we do. We never do get 
sick of cupcakes. We have new fla- 
vors all the time, and we literally 
eat cupcakes every day. 


Your book is filled with lots 
of childhood and family 
memories. How have you 
been inspired by those? 

KALLINIS: When we were grow- 
ing up, it was all about food and 
family. Everyone came together 
in the kitchen. We learned how to 
bake from our grandmother, how 
to make something and convey 
that you love someone by making 
it for them. 

Can anyone make a cupcake?

CARAMEL APPLE 
CUPCAKES 


Makes 18 cupcakes 
» 2 1/2 cups all-purpose flour 
» 3 teaspoons baking powder 
» 1 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
a 1/2 teaspoon salt 
a 16 tablespoons unsalted 
butter, at room temperature 
a 2 cups sugar 
a 4 large eggs, at room 
temperature 
a 1/3 cup hot water 
a 2 1/2 cups freshly grated 
apples (4 to 5 medium ones) 
Vanilla Cream-Cheese Frosting 
(recipe online) 

For the cupcakes: 

Preheat the oven to 350 F. Line a stan- 
dard cupcake pan with twelve paper 
baking cups and a second pan with six 
baking cups, or grease pans with but- 
ter if not using baking cups. 

Sift together flour, baking pow- 
der, cinnannon and salt on a sheet of 
parchnnent paper and set aside. 

Place butter in the bowl of a stand 
nnixer or in a bowl with a handheld elec- 
tric nnixer. Beat on nnediunn speed until 
fluffy. Stop to add the sugar; beat on 
nnediunn speed until well incorporated, 
approxinnately three to five nninutes. 

Add eggs one at a tinne, nnixing 
slowly on nnediunn after each addition. 

Reduce the speed to low. Add one- 



third of the flour nnixture to the butter 
nnixture, then gradually add one third 
of the hot water, beating until well 
incorporated. Add another third of the 
flour nnixture, followed by one third 
of the hot water. Stop to scrape down 
the bowl as needed. Add the rennain- 
ing flour nnixture, followed by the re- 
nnaining hot water, and beat just until 
connbined. 

Using a spatula, fold the grated 
apple into the batter. Take care not to 
over-nnixthe batter. If you over-mix 
it, the cupcakes will not be light and 
fluffy but instead very dense. 

Use a standard-size ice-cream 
scoop to fill each baking cup with 
batter, so the cups are two-thirds 
full. Bake for 18 to 20 minutes (start 
checking at 15 minutes) or until a 
toothpick inserted into the center of 
a cupcake comes out clean. After five 
minutes, transfer the cupcakes to a 
wire rack to cool completely for ap- 
proximately 20 minutes. 

Cool the cupcakes at room tem- 
perature. Putting them in the refrig- 
erator to cool can dry out the cake.

you can always use a hand mixer, 
too. And sometimes having an ice 
cream scoop is helpful to measure 
out the batter so each cupcake 
comes out evenly. 

What are your favorite 
kinds of cupcakes to eat 
at this time of year? 

KALLINIS LAMONTAGNE: Pumpkin 
spice, for both of us. It’s a pump- 
kin cupcake with maple cream 
cheese frosting; the recipe is in 
the book.
